In 7taly the beauty of Europe,and in the City of 7e- | 
nice, (the glory of 1zaly, the Nymph of the ſea,and the | 
Pearle and Diamond of the world) in the latter yeeres | 
of the raigneof noble Leonardo Donato, who, as Duke, ; 
late to the helme of rhat potent and powerfull Zfate : | 
[ (fo famous for baniſhing the 7eſnites, and for oppoſing + 
himſelfe againſt the intruſion and faulminations of 
Pope Paulus Quinte, in the iuſt defence and mainte. | 
nance of the prerogatiues and priuiledges of the Seig-|. 
ory.) There was at that time a Gentleman, ayounger 
brother,yet ofwell.neere fifty yeeres old, of the Noble 
| family of rhe Berald7, named, Seignior Iacome Berala;, 
who dwelt aboue the Ria/to bridge, (that famous.ma- 
ſter-picce of Architedture ) vpon the Canalla __ |

who in the _Aprilliof his youth, tooke to wife the Do. 
na Lucia, daughter to Seignior Lorenzo Burſſo, a Gen- 
tleman of Padua; by whom hee had ſeuenchildren, 
foure ſonnes,and three daughters: foas his wife and 
heeeſteeming themlſelues happy in their iſſue, paſt a- 
way their time in much content and felicity : but God 
(for ſome ſecret and ſacred reaſons to his dinine Ma- 
zeſty beſt knowne) conuerting his ſmiles into frownes, 
within the ſpace of ſcuen yeeres, takes away ſixe of 
their children, fo as their eldeſt daughter onely re- 
mained liuing, being a young Gentlewoman of Gras 
cightcene yeres old,named, Dona Vittoryna. 

This young Gentlewoman,being noble,rich,and faire, 
(three powerful and attratiue Adamants,to draw the 
affetions of many Caualiers) ſhe,according to her de- 
ſerr, had diuers Gallants who ſought her in marriage: 
but ſhe was of natzre proud, cholericke, difdaintull 
and malicious vices enow to ruine both a beauty and 
a fortune: but of all her ſucors and ſeruants, he whom 
ſhe beſt loued and affe&ed,was one Sergnior Sypontus, a 


rich,and yet more deboſht and vicious, then noble; 
but otherwiſe a very proper young Gallant : butthe 
perfeions ofthe body,are nothing to bee compared 
to the excellent qualities and indowments of the 
minde, for thoſe are but the varniſhes and ſhadowes 
of a meere man; but theſe the perfe&ions and excel. 
lencies of a wiſe man, and therein noble : fith indeed 
wiſcdome is one of the trueſt degrees, and moſt efſen- 
tiall parts of Nobility.Now if /:oryna loue Syponirs, 
with no leſſe reciprocall flame and zeale doth Sypor- 
tus affeRt Yidtoryna : tor as his cyes behold the delicacy

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| of her perſonage, and the ſweerneſle of her beauty : ſo 
his heart loues cither,and adores borh : yea, ſo deepe 
an impreſſion hath ſhee ingraven in his thoughts and | 
contemplations,that he is neuer __ till he ſec her, | 
nor pleaſed till he inioy the felicity of her company 
which-Yi&oryna much reioyceth to. ſee, and obſerues 
with infinite content and deleQation.. Syportms thus | 
intangled in the ſnares of Yi&oryz4's beauty, and ſhee | 
| likewiſe inthoſe of his perfe&ions,he zeſolues to court | 
her,and ſecke her in marriage, which hee performes | 
with much affeQion,zcale and conſtancy; leauing no | 
induſtry,care,curiofity,or coſt,vnattempred,to inrich | 
and crowne his deſires with the precious and imeſtima- | 
ble treaſures of her loue. I ſhould make this ſhort DiCſ. | 
courſe ſwell into an ample Hiſtory,to particularize, or 
punRually relate the Letters, Sonnets, preſents, mcc- 
tings, dancings, muſicke, and banquets. which paſt 
twixt theſe two louers,and wherewith Syportws enter. 
tained his deare Miſtriſſe Yidoryna : I will thetefore 
purpoſely omit it,and coner my ſelfe with this excuſe, 
which may ſatisfhe my Reader,to conſider, that Sypor- 
115 (as before) was an Italian, whoſe cuſtome and na- F 
ture rather exceed, then come ſhort in all amarous 
ceremonies and complements : and therefore againe

ſhould finde her Parents kind to him : hee, with much 
reſpe& and honour, repaires to Bera/d; and Lucia, and 4 
in faire and diſcreet termes acquaints them with his 
long affection. to their daughter Yiforyna; whom | 
(with as much carneſtnes as humility)he prayes to be- 
ſtow her on him for his wife: but this old couple are as 
much diſptcafed atSypontus his motion,as their daugh- 
ter Yieoryna reioyceth therat,and ſo they returne him 
their denial in ſtead of their conſent: onely in generall 
tearmes they thanke him for his loue and Ln and 2 
certific him that they haue otherwiſe diſpoſed of their 
daughter, Sypont bites the lip, and Yi&oryna hangs 
her head at this their bitter and diſtaſtfull anſwere: bur 
he is too generous and amarous to bee put off with 
this firſt repulſe. VVhereupon he imployeshis Parents 
and kinsfolkes, ( whereof ſome were of the chiefeſt 
ranke of Senators and Maenificos) to draw Beraldi and 
Luciato conſentto this match : bur in vaine : for they 
are deafe to thoſe requeſts, and reſolute in their deni- 
all, grounding their refuſal vpon Sypontws his pouerty :

IT is an infallible Maxime,that if we open 
our hearts to {inne,we ſhut them to god-

50 [ w God flies from vs, becauſtwee firſt fied 
from him : but chat his- 
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prophaneſſe and impurity of our ations:bur if we be- 
come obſtinate and obdurate in our tranſgreſſions, 8 
| ſo like Heathens,fall fro vice to vice;wheras we ſhould 
as Chriſtians,grow vp from vertue to vertue: then ir 
isnothe, burtour ſelucs that make ſhipwracke both 
of our ſelues and ſoules; of our ſelues inthis life, of our 
ſoules tm that to come; then which no miſery can bee 
ſo great,none ſo vafortunate and miſerable. It js true, 
the beſt of Gods children are ſubic& to finne; butto 
delight and perſcuere therein, is the true way as well 
to hellas death: all haue not the gift of pure and chaſt 
thoughts, neicher can we ſo conſerue or ſanQific our 
bodies, but that concupiſcence may, and will ſome. 
times aſſaile vs(or rather the diuell in it) but to pol. 
lute them with fornication, and to transforme them 
from the temples of the holy Ghoſt, to the members 
of ahartor: this,though corrupt Ngture ſeeme to al- 
low or tolerate; yet Grace doth nor onely defend, bur 
| dereſt: but as one ſinne is ſeldome without another, 
cither ather hceles orelbow : fo too roo aften it falles 
out,that murther accompanyeth fornication and adul.- 
rery.: as if one of theſe foule crimes were not enough 
to make vs miſerable, but that in ſtead. of going, wee 
will needs ride poſtto hell. A wofull preſident,and la- 
mentableand mournful example, whereof I here pro- 
duce to the view of the world, in three vnfortunare 
perfonages, in a laſciuious Lady, and two lewd and. 
deboſht yourig Gentlewomen, who all very lamentably 
caſt themſelucs away vpon the Sy/z of fornication,and 
the Charybdis of murther : for they found the fruits 
and end oftheir beaſtly pleaſures far more bitrer, then 
their beginning was ſweer: yea and becauſe'ar-firft

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they would not looke on repentance, at laft ſhame 
lookes on them,and they,when it is too late,bothon a ' 
miſerable ſhame,and a ſhamefull miſery. May wee all 
reade it to-Gods glory,and conſequently to the refor- 
mation of our liues,and the cu and faluari- 
on of our owne ſoules. 

In the beautifull City of Avignion, ( ſeated in the 
Kingdome of Fraxce,and in the province of Provence) 
being the Capitall of the Dutchy of Yeniſſa, belonging 
to the Pope,& wherin for the tearme of welneere eigh- 
ty yeeres,they held their Ponrificall See; there dwelt 
a young Genilewoman of ſome twenty yeeres of age, 
rearmed cMadamoyſelle Lanricta , whoſe father and 
mother being dead, was left alone to her ſelfe, their 
onely child and heire, being richer in beauty then 
lands,and indued with many excellent qualities and 
perfetions,which gaue grace and luſtre to her beau. 
ty, as her beauty did to them: For ſhe ſpake the La- 
'1ine and Italian tongue perfect, was very expert and 
excellent in ſinging, dancing, muſicke, painting, and 
the like, which made her famous in that City. But as 
thereneed, but one vice tecclipſe and drowne many 
verrues : ſo this faire Laurieta was more beaurifull then 
chaſte,and nor halfe ſo modeſt as laſciuious. Ir is as 
greata happineſſefor children to inioy —_—_— 
as a miſery to want them: For Lawrreta's father and 
mother had been infinitely carefull and curious to 
trainc her vp inthe ſchoole of Yertue and Piety, and 
wherein her youth had (during the tearme of their 
liues)made a happy entrance, and as I may ſay,a for- | 
tunate and glorious progrefſion : but when Goa, the 
reaModeraorgna ſoucraigne Iudge of the —_— |

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had in his cternall Decree and ſacred Prouidence ta- | 
ken themour of rhis world. Then Laurieta was left to 
the wide world, and to the vanity thereof, withour 
guide or gouernour, expoſed to the variety of the for. 
tunes,or rather the misfortunes of the times, as a Ship 
without Pilot or Helme, ſubic& ro the mercy of eue- | 
ry mercilefſe winde and waue of rhe Sea: yea, and 
then it wasthart ſhee forgot her former modeſty and 
chaſtiry,and now began to adore the ſhrines of Yenws 
and Cupic, by polluting and proſtituting her body 
ro the beaſily pleaſures of luſt and fornication, where- 
in (ir grieues me to relate) ſhee tooke a great delight 
and feliciry. Bur ſhe ſhall pay deare for this birrer- 
ſweet vice of hers: yea and though ir ſeemeto begin 
incontentand pleaſure, yer wee ſhall aſfuredly ſee ir 
end in ſhame,repentance and miſery : for this ſinne of 
| whoredome berrayes,when ir ſeemes to delight vs,and 
{tranglerh,when ic makes greateſt ſhew to imbrace vs: 
ſo ſweerand pure verrues, ate modeſty and chaſtity ;' 
- | ſo foule and farall vices,are concupiſcence and luſt. 
But he with whom ſhe was moſt familiar,and ro whom. 
ſhe imparted rhe greateſt part of her fauours, was to 
one © Monſreur de Bellutle, a proper young Gentleman, 
dwelling neere the City of-4r/es ; by-birth and extra- 
Qion, noble,but otherwiſe more rich then wiſe : who 
comming to Auiznion,no ſoonerſaw Laurieta, but hee 
both gloryed in the fight of her ſingular, and trium- 
phed.an the contemplation of her exquiſite and in-. 
comparable beauty : A beſt content;and- 
this, his ſweeteſt Eliciry ; that, his ſoueraigne good; 
and this,his heauen vpon earth : ſo as loſing himſelfe 
inthe Labyrinth of her beauty, and as it were drow-

ſenſuality, hee ſpends nor onely his whole time,but a 
great part of his wealth, in wantonizing and enter- 
taining her: a vicious and foule faulr,, not onely 
peculiar to Bellwile,bur incident and fatall to too ma- 
ny Gallants, as well of moſt parts of Chriitendome in 
_ of France in particular ; it being indeed a 
iſaſterous and dangerous rocke,wheron many incon- 
| fiderate and wretched Gentlemen have ſuffered ſhip- 
wracke, not onely of their reputations, healths and 
eſtates,but many times of their liues. 
In the meane time, Lawrieta ( more icalous of her 
fame,then carcfull ro preſerue her chaſtity ) is aduer- 
tized that Belluile is not contentto cull the daintics of 
her beauty and youth : but he forgers himſelfe and his 
diſcretion ſo farre, as to vaunt thereof, by letting fall 
ſome ſpecches,tending tothe blemiſh and diſparage-

his folly into tance. Bur hee is too difſolute and 
vicious,to be ſo happily reclaimed from Lawrieta; and 
therefore he is reſolued,not onely to iuſtific his inno- 
cency ; but therebyalſo to perſevere in his {inne: hee 
| is acquainted with many Gentlemen, who forgetting

| |Balles or dancings,no ſooner ſaw our faire and beau-

demnes others, in being guilty or acceſffary thereun-| 
to. So, although his Miſtris LZawriets remaine bill 
coy, ſtrange and haggardrto him: yet he perſeuereth 
in his affection to her , who at laſt judging of his in- 
nocency,by his conſtancy; and of that, by his many 
letters and preſents whichhe ſtill ſent her, as alſo ob- 
ſcruing that ſhee had no firme grounds , nor could 
produce any pregnant or valable witneſſes of this re-

Madamayſelle la Tan, a rich young Gentlewoman 
neere Pont Saint Eſprit, liuing in _Auignion,and ſeeing 
Poligny at the dancing, doth exceeding]y fall in louc 
with him, yea ſhe ſo admires the ſweerneſſe of his fa- 
uour,and the excellency of his perſonage , as ſhere- 
toyceth in nothing ſo much ; and towritethe truth, 
in nothing elſe but in his company : ſo as, had nor 
modeſty with-held her , ſhe would haue proued her 
owne aduocate, and haue informed him thereof. her 
ſelfe. Poligny receiucs-ſo many ſecret fignes and teſti- 
monies.of her affe&ion , by priuate glances and the 
like,as he cannot be ignorant thereof: buthis loue, or 
rather his luſt to Lawrzeta, hath ſo abſolutely taken vp 


| [his hearr and thoughts, as ir hath leftno place nor 


corner for /a Palaiſiere: fo as here we may obſerue and 
remarke a different commixture and diſparity of af- 


|feQions. Poligny loues Lavrieta, andnort ſhe him: /a

occaſion is proffered, and oppertunity ſcemes to fa- 
uour and ſecond her deſires. Some three daies after, 
the Ieſuctes (who as the Mountebanks and Panders of

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dallies ſo long with bim, and he with impiety, that ar 
laſt this bloudy ſentence is paſt in the court of his hel- | 
liſh reſolutions, that Polzgny muſt dic. The deuils af- 
fiſtance is neuer wanting in ſuch infernall tratagems: 
for this is an infallible maxime, as remarkable as ruj- 
nous, that hee alwaies makes vs fertill, not barren ro 
doecuill, neuer to doe good. Arfirſt Bellwile thinkes 
on Poyſon or Piſtoll co diſpatch Poligny : but he findes 
the firſt too difficult to attempt; the ſecond,too pub. 
lique to performe. Some-times he is of opinion to aſ- 
cend his Chamber, and murther him in his bed, then 
to ſhoothim out at window as he paſſcth the ſtrecete: 
but to conclude, vnderſtanding that he often comes 
| very late inthe night from LZaxrjewa, bethinkes it beſt 
| to run him thorow with his Rapicr, as hee iſſucth 
ow her houfe : and to make ſhort, hereon hee re- 
lues. 

Now to put the better colour on his villany , hee 
retires himſelfe from _Aſuigeion, and liucs privately 
ſome ſixe daics in Grenge : giuing it out, that he was 
{ goneto the City of 4x in Provence,whereat that fa- 
mous Court of Parliamzt he had a Proceſle for a tile 
of Land,ſhortly o be adiudged;8: fo in adarkenight, | 
taking none but his Lackey with him,he being diſgui- | 
zced,in fauour of money paſſcth the gate of _Muignyon, | 
and giuing his hosſe to his Lackey , being ſecretly | 
informed that Polizny was with Lauricta, he goes di- 
realy roher doore; and there at the corner of a little 
ſkreer ſtands with his Rapier drawne vtder his cloake, 
with a reuenging and greedy defire of bloud to await 
Poligny's comming foorth. The clock ſtriking one, | 


the doore is opened , and Poligny ſecretly ifſueth 
| foorth | | 
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foorth without candle, having purpoſely ſent away 
his Lackey, who had then vnwittingly carried away | 
his Maſters Rapier with him. He isno ſooner in the 
ſtreet , but Bellwileas a murtherous villaine ruſherh 
foorth, and fo like a limbe of the devill, ſheathes his 
Rapier in his breſt , when Poligny more hurted then 
amazed,and wanting his ſword, but not courage, en- 
deuoureth by ſirug ing to cloze with his aflaſsinate,

rides to the ſame gate hee entered, which was kept 
| ready for him, which paſsing,he with all expedition 
driues away for Orenge : from whence,the next morne 
before day, hee takes poaſt for x, the berrer to 
conceale and o're-vaile this damnable murther of his. 
But this policy of his ſhall decciue his hopes,and re- 
eurne hima fatall reward andintereſt. For although 
he can bleare the eyes of men; yet he neither can nor 
ſhall thoſe of God: who in his due timewill out of 
his ſacred iuſtice repay and puniſh him with con- 
fuſion. 

By this time the ſtreet and neighbours haue taken 
the Allarum of this Tragicall accident : fo candles 
andtorches come from eucry where; onely Laurieta 

hauing played the. whore before , will ſeeme now

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(though falſely ) toplay the honeſt womanfor ſhe, 
to couer her ſhame,will not diſcouer that her ſelfe or 
any of her houſe are ſtirring : and fo although ſhe vn.

The Criminal Iudoe & Pre- 
ſident of the City, is aduertiſed of this a 7h The 
dead Gentleman is knowne to be Monſieur Poligny, 
and being beloued,he is exceedingly bewailed of all 
who knew him, and enquiry and ſearch is made of all 
ſides, & the Lieutenant Criminal ſhewes himſelf wile, 
becauſe honeſt and curious, becauſe wiſe in the per. 
quiſition of this bloudy murther : but as yer time will 
not, or rather God,who is the Creator and giuer of 
time, is not as yet pleaſedto bring itto light; onely 

Lauriets knew, and /a Palaiſiere ſuſpeed, and all thoſe 

who were of the counſellof the one, or the acquain- 

tance of the other,doe likewiſe both feare and ſulpe&, 

that onely Belluile was the bloudy and cxecrable Au- 

thour thereof; butto report or divulge fo much, al.

where making a (ſhallow graue,they there bury him in 
his clothes,and ſo pile vp a great quantity of Billets 


onhimzasif that woodden monument had power to 
 conceale their murther, and his body from the eyes 
and ſuſpition.of all the world. Good God ! what di- 

uels incarnate, and infernall furies are theſe, thus to 
 imbrue their hands in the blood of this Gentleman? 
But as cloſe as they aft and contriue this their b 
and inhumane murther on earth ; yer heauen will bot 
dete& and reuenge it : for when they leaſt dreame 
thereof, Gods —_ and vengeance will \urprizethem 
totheir viter confuſion and deſtrution; and it may 
be ſooner then they are aware of. | 

For the two Lackeyes having ſtayed at the City 

gate with cheir Maſters horſe till night, they returne 


| and feeke himar Lawriera's houſe where they left him, 


Laurieta informes them hee ſtayed not an. houre after 
them,and fince,ſhe ſaw him not : which newes doth 
infinitely afflit and vexe them. Bur they returne to 
his lodging ,and like dutifull and fairhfull ſeruants,be- 
twixt hope and feare,await his returnethat night, and 


be amazed at his long and vnaccuſtomedabſence, and 
ſo conſult this important bufines to ſome Gentlemen, 
their Maſters confident &imimarte friends: who toge- 
ther with them, repaire to Lauriers's houſe, and againe 
and again demand her for Monſieur de Belluile:but they 
find her conſtant in her firſt anſwere,and yet guided by 


perturbation in her looks, 8 diſcouer ſome diſtraction

all the next day; bur in vaine. And now they begin to.

the finger & prouidenceof God,they bewray a kind of 
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roar > in her ſpeeches:wherupon calling to 
their mindsher diſcourtifie to him for Polieey's 
ſake,8 his fighting with him on the bridge for hers,as | 
alſo this ſudden & violent ſuſpeed murther of him ; 
they ſuſpe& and feare, there is more in- the winde 
then as yet they know :and ſo acquaint the Criminal 
Indges herewith,who as wiſe Senators,hauing ſcucrally 
examined both her and her maide Lucilla, and Polig.

which is inſtanelyperformed:whereat ſhe is extreme- | 
ly amazedandererrified : but howſecuer,ſhe is reſolute 
rodeny all, and conſtant toſtand vpon her iuſtifica- | 
tion and innocency. So her Iudges adiudge her to 
the tormentsof the Rack,which(wirh a maſculine, yea- 
with a helliſh fortitude) ſhe endureth, without reuca- 

ling the leaſt ſhaddow, either of feare, or guiltineſſe: | 
bur they detaine her ſtill priſoner, and hope that God 
will make time diſcouer the murther of Belluile : for | 
cight daics being now paſt,they are become confident | | 
that he is not in this world, bur in another.

obſcured with Vices z out of compaſſion and Chrifti- 
an charity, ſome three weekes atrer viſiterh Lauriera 


[in priſon , although ſhee partly belecued and knew,.| '

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that ſhee neuer affefted or loued her; when ayming 


| to adde conſolationto her affli&ions , as God would 


 haue it, Leurieta, out of her ignorance or folly, re- 
rurnes { Palaiſiere this vnlooked for anſwer: That her 
ſelfe was as innocent of Bellnile's death, as ſhe was of 
Poligny's. Which words being ouer-heard by ſome cu- 
rious head'of the company, were inſtantly carried 
and reported to the -Criminall Iuwdges, who inſtantly 
cauſe /a Palaiſiere to be apprehended and brought 
before them , whom they examine vpon Polzgny's 
death ; which doth no way affright or affli& her,be- 
tauſe her conſcience was vntainted , and her felfe as 
| innocent as innocency her ſelfe thereof. They deale 
| further with her, to vnderſtand the paſlages offor- 
mer buſineſſes betwixt her ſelfe, Polzeny,and Belluile. 
She giues them a true and faithfull account thereof,

her head. Bur ſce the miraculous and iuſt iudge- 
ment of the Lord , vpon- this -wretched and blou- 
die Lucilla! for ſhee, for feareflying,as it is ſuppoſed, 
that night from _{wignien to Orenge,to her Parents, 
was there drowned, and the next morne found and 
| taken vp dead in oneof the Fenny Lakes betwixt the 
wo Citics. Which newes being reported to Laurieta, 
ſhe againe conuerts her feare into hope, and ſorrowes 
 intoioyes, as knowing well,that dead bodies can tell 
no tales. But the wiſdom and integrity of the Iudges, 
by the apparancy of Lawrieta's crime, inthar of her 
Wayting-maids flight, againe command her to be 
racked:bur the deuill is yer ſo ſtrong with her,and ſhe 
with the deuill , that ſhe againe endures the cruel 
of theſe rorments with a wonderfull patience, wi 
an admirable conſtancy and reſolution ; and fo cou- 
ragioully | 
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ragiouſly,and ſtoutly denying her crime,and peremp- 
ning her innocency and iuſtification, 
her Iudges,led by the conſideration ofthe ſharpeneſle 


and birrerneſſe of her torments,as alſo that they could 
finde no dire& proofe, or ſubſtantiall euidence 
againſt her, begin ro conceiue and imagine, that it 
might be the Wayring-maide, and not the Miſtris, 
that had ſent Bellurle into another world ; ando re- 
| folue the-weeke following,if they heard nothing in 
the nieane time, to accuſe Lawriets, to reltaſe and ac- 
quite her;zwhich Lawrieta vnderſtanding,the torments 
which her limbs & body feele, arenothing in reſpe& 
of thoſe contentments and ioyes her hart & thoughts 
conceiue: and already building Caſtles and triumphs 
in her heartand contemplations,for the hope and ioy 
of her ſpeedy inlargement, ſhee, in her apparell and 
behauiourflanes it out farre brauer then Bur 
ſhehath nor yet made her peace with her Iudges, nei- 
ther haue they pronounced her 2azeta eft. And alas, 
how fooliſhly and ignorantly doe the vanity of her 
hopes deceiucand betray her, when as the fouleneſſe 
ofher ſoule,and contamination of her conſcience,cue- 
ry houre and minure prompt her, that God, the Indge 
of Iudges, who hath ſeene, will in his good timeand 
pleaſure both dere& and puniſh as well her whore- 
dome as her murther,in her death! And lo,here comes 
both the cauſe,and the manner thereof, wherein Gods | 


and ſhine. 
For Lawrietabeing indebred to her Land-lord Mon- 
ſieur de Richcourt, as well for a whole yeeres rent,as for 


three hungred Livres in money, which hee had lenc 
| | her, 


prouidence and iuſtice doe miraculouſly refplend

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her being impatientof her delaies, but more of her 
diſgrace, lets out that part of his houſe which (he held 
of him,to the Deane of Carpentras, who for his healths | 
fake came to ſoiourne that Winter in _1ui2n7on : and 
deſpayring of her inlargemenr,and to ſatisfie himelfe, 
begins to ſell away her houſhold-ſtuffe, yea, to the 
very billets which ſhe had in her Celler : which hee 
retaines for himſelfe, whereof when his ſeruants came 
to cleere the Celler , they remouing the laſt billers, 
finde the earth newly remoued and opened, inthe 
length and proportion ofa graue,wherof wondering, |

| could be no other bur Laurieta and her maide Lncilla, | 
that had committed this cruell murther, they very | 
priuately and ſecretly cauſe Belluile's dead body to bee | 
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conueyecd to the priſon, and there, when Lavriets leaſt 
dreamt thereof, expoſe it to her ſight,and in rough 

rearmes charge and crie out vpon her for this mur- 
ther; but this monſter of Nature, and ſhee-deuill of 
her ſexc, hath yet her heart ſo obdurated with re- 
uenge, and bertale ſo o're-clouded and benumm'd 
with impiety, as ſhe is nothing daunted, or terrified 
with the ſight hereof; butwith many fearefull impre-

ſence of an infinite number of people both of the Ciri- 
zens, and adiacent neighbours of _{uignion, Laurieta 
vttering on the ladder a ſhort, bur a moſt Chriſtian 
and penitent ſpeech to the people , tending firſt ro 
 diſfwade them all by her example,from thoſe foule & 
crying ſinnes of whoredome,reuenge and murther, 
and then to requeſt and perſwade them, that they 
would affiſt her with their religious and deuout 
prayers, in her ſoules paſſage and flight towards hea- 
uen: yet adding withall, that as her crime, fo her 
ricfe was redoubled, becauſe as ſhe had killed Belnile 
Be Poligny's ſake, ſo ſhe was ſure that Belluzle had kil. 
"led Polr2ny for hers. | 
And thus,Chriftian Reader,were the difſolute Hucs 
and mournetull deaths of cheſe two vnfortunate Ger- 
tlemen, Poligny and Belluile, and of this laſciuiousand 
bloudy Courtiſan Zaurieta, and her Wayting-maide | 
Lucilla. A Trazicall Hiſtory,worthy both of our obſer-| 
uation and derteſtation ; and indeed theſe are the bir- | 
rer fruits of Luſt, Whorcdome and Revenge, and the | 
inſeparable companions, which infallibly awaytc.and | 
attend them, the very fight and conſideration where-

inthe principles and rudiments thereof, as hee ſees 
her faire, and therefore muſt loue her; rich in the cx- 
cellency and delicacy of beautic, and therefore is re- 
ſolutc to loue her, and onely her :for gazing on the 
influence and ſplendor of her piercing eyes, hee can- 
not bchold them- without wonder, and then prying 
and contemplating on the roſear and lilly tinure 
of hercheekes, he cannor ſee theſe without admira- 
tion, norrefraine from admiring them withour af- 
feion : but againe, remarking the ſlenderneſſe 
of her bodice, and the ſweetnefle of her Vertues, 
and _ her as- gracious as faire, and that her in- 
ward perteQions added as much Juſtre to. her ex- 
ecriour beautie, as this refleed ornament and de- 
coration to theſe ; he,as young as -he was, vowes him- 
ſclte her ſeruant, and withall ſwore, that either ſhe,or 
his graue, muſt be bis wife and Miſtris,

Bertolini thus ſurprized and nettled with the beauty 
of his dearely ſweer,and ſweetly faire, Paulina; hee is 
inforced to negle a great part of his accompanying 
the brother,rhereby ro court the ſiſter : fo hee many | 
times p__y forſakes-Brel/ati,to follow Paulzna,and 
delights in nothing fo much as in her preſencc: and(in 
that regard) in his abſence,not that ic was poſſible, in 
his conceit and imagination, for him any way. to hate 
him,in louing her; rather, that- in generalltermes hee 
muſt loue Brelati for Paulina's lake; and in particular, 
tonely affe& her for his owne.. And as his wealth-and 
ambition made him confident he ſhould obraine her 
for his wife : ſo he in faire, amorous, and honourable 
tearmes, as well by his owne ſollicitations, Letters, 

romiſes and preſents, as by thoſe of his parents, ſeeks 
| her in marriage: yea and when theſe would not ſuf. 
fice,he,toſhew himſelfe as true as feruent a Louer, 

addes ſighes,tcares, prayers, and oathes. Bur all theſe 
ſollicitors ſerue onely to betray.and deceiue his hopes: 
for if Bertolini were extremely deſirous to marry. Pas. ' 
lina, (he is- as reſolute not-to mateh him : which dif | 
cords in affeQtion, ſeldome or neuer make any true 
harmony in mindes. : | 

His wealth deceiving him,hee hath recourſe to her | 
onely brother,and his beſt and deareſt friend Brellats, | 
to whom he relates the profundity and feruency of his ! 
affeQion to his ſiſter Paulina, acquaints him with his | 
, |ſuite, and her deniall; his attempt, and her repulſe 
therein ; and by the power and bonds of all their for- | 
mer friendſhip and familiarity, intreats and coniures | 
(him to become his oratour and aduocate towards her, 
tn his behalfe z whoſe ſmiles, he alleageth, are his life, | 
b 3 and 
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' and frownes,his death. Brelatj hauing his generoſity 
and iudgement blinded with the reſpe@ of Bertolini 
his wealth,as alſo of the affeftion he bore him; allo. 
ther conſiderations laid apart, like a better friend to 
'him, then a brother to his ſiſter Paulzna, promiſeth 
him his beſtfurtherance and aſſiſtance in the proceſle 
of this his affe&ion: and fo,with his trueſt Oratory, 
beſt Elaquence, and ſweeteſt Perſwafion, begins to 
deale cffeQtually with her herein, But as qur hopes are 
ſubic& & incident to deceiue vs,ſo Bertolzni and Brel- | 
laticome farre too ſhort of theirs; for Paxlina in abſo- 
luteand downe-right tearmes prayes her brother to 
informe and reſolue Berto/ini, : that ſhe hath other- 
wayecs ſettled and ingaged her affeion: and there- 
fore prayes him eo fecke another Mi/tris, fith ſhe hath 
found another Lover and Seruant, with whom ſhee 
meanes to liue and dye. Her brother ( for his friends 
ſake) is extremely ſorrowfull hereat, and prayes his fi- 
er to name him her ſeruant :ſhe bindes hjm by oath 
-to ſecreſic. Sohe ſwearing,ſhe informes hirtvit is Serg- 
| nior Paulus Sturid, a very ancient Noble man of the 
| City. He tels her,he isa Gentleman more noble then 
'rich : and he replies, that Bertolini is more rich then 
|noble; and therefore ſhe will refuſe him, and marry 
$turio, He isas obſtinate in his requeſts, as ſhee reſo- 
lute in her denyall. So hauing performed the part of a 
friend for his friend, and commending the nobility 
and vertues of Surio,as much as he pittyed the weake- 
neſſe of his eſtate and wealth, hee leaues his ſiſter ro 
her affeion and deſignes : and fo with an vnwilling 
willingnefle ( without any extenuation ) deliuers his 
friend Bartolzns her definitiue anſwere; yet performes 
Bf : his: 
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his promiſe to his fiſter, in concealing $S1wrio his 
name. 

Bertolini is all in fire and choller at this newes, and 
beginsno longer to look on his friend Bre4ati with the 
eycs of affection, but of contempr and indignation : 


andſo conſulting with his pafſion, not with his iudge- 


ment, with rage, and not with reaſon : as immoderate 
anger ſeldome lookes right, commonly ſquinr-eyed ; 
he in the heat of his wrath,and beight of his revenge, 
very much and flights him , yea and moſt 
ynciuilly and tly departs from him, as'if hewere 
no longer worthy of the bare complement offarewell. 
Which Bre/lat; wel obſcrues,and in obſeruing,remem- 
bers,and in remembring,gricues at, ſith Bertolzy; was 
his moſt intimate and deareſt friend ; and in whoſe 
behalfe,did occaſion preſent, he was ready, not onely 
to ſacrifice his beſt ſeruice, but his beſt life. Lo here the 


firſt breach and violation which Bertolini giues to 


their friendſhip : but theſecond is nor farre behinde: 


| For in the nextcompany hee meets, which was ſome 


ewo days after, walking in Cardinal Farneſi his Gal- 
leries,in preſence of ſome foure or fiue other - Gentle. 
men,both of his,and of Bre{lat#s acquaintance, hefor. 
got himſcife ſo much, as ſome demanding for his con- 


fort Brellats, he chollerickly replycd, that he was a baſe | 
and beggerly Gentleman ; and therefore henceforth |

Bur as ſhe is too impatient torelliſh this ſcan- 
dalous affront and diſparagement: ſo her brother Byel- | 
lati is too generous and'noble to digeſt it : whereof 
burning ro know the truth ; and reſoluing,if he found 
it true,ſharpely to reuenge it on Bertolinz , hee paſſerh

And fo the very next morne taking his ſword and Lac- |- 
key with him,he goes to Bertolznri his fathers houſe and 
meeting firſtwith him,demands of him for his ſonne 
Seignior John Battiſta Bertelini.

Ber:tolini doth the like, and meets him halfe 
way: whenhe being pale for anger,and Bertolini bluſh-

neale and impart him in ſecret, which needethnowit- 
neſſes: when Berto/in:commanding his ſeruants tode- 
part , Frellati chargerh him with theſe diſgracefull 
ſpeeches, vomited forth two dayes ſince, againſt his 
honour ;asalſo that of his onely deare ſiſter Paulina, 
in Cardinal! Farneſi his Palace, in preſence of Seignior

formerly vnderſtood.) Wir 
Bertolint is no way diſmayed or daunted hereat, ei- 


ther in courage or comple&ion: and ſo loſing his ho- 

nour in his indiſcretion, or rather burying his diſcre- | 
tion in his diſhonour; he with fire in his. lookes, and 
thunder in his ſpeeches, tells Bre/lati that he confeſſeth 
theſe ſpeeches his;adding withal,that what his rongue 
hath affirmed,his ſword ſhall be ready to make good 
and iuſtifie; whereon they couer : Vhen Brellati de- 
manding him if this were his laſt reſolution, hee rold 
him yea.

'Bertolizi receiues and reades this challenge, which, 
to write the truth, is not ſo pleaſing to him as was that 
of Brellati : he ſees himſelfe and his honour ingaged to 
fight,and knowes not how ro exempt and free him. 
ſelfe thereof. For firſt, he conſidereth thartthe- ground | 
of his defence and quarrell is not good, ſith hee knew 
in his ſoule and conſcience,that Paulina was as chaſte

buryed, and there ſecretly bedewes hertombe, and 
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remony of Louers,which though affeQion authorize, | 
yet Religion doth neither iuſtific, nor can approve: all | 
the care of his father and friends is to ſeeke how to 
purge his-penſiueneſſe, and to wipe off his melan- | 
Fol : forrowes, and ſorrowfull melancholineſlc : to 
which end they proffer him great variety of Noble 
and beautifull Ladies in marriage , hoping that the 
fightand preſence of a new beauty, would deface the 
memory and abſence of an old:but their policy proues 
vaine: for Sturio, will be as conſtant in his ſorrowes, 
for his ſweet Pavlina's death, ashe was in his afteQtion 
to her whiles ſhe liued ;and therefore, alchough their 
power enforce him ro fee diuers, yet his will can 
neuerbe drawne, or inforced to loue any, as hauing 
inuiolably contrated himſelfe to this definitiue reſo- | 
lution, that ſith he could not be Paulina's husband, | 
he will neuer wed himſelfe toany other wife then his.
